With his neck 
broken 
and 
three 
ribs 
crushed, 
Moses 
Nitchman, 
a 
farmer of 
near 
blast 
Berlin, 
was 
found dying on the road between that 
place and his home about three miles 
distant, at six o’clock Thursday even­ 
ing. Nitchman had fallen from a two 
horse load of coal, w’hile in a drunken 
stupor and the 
wagon 
passed 
over 
him. A whiskey flask was 
found 
in 
his pocket. 
There was no known eye witness of 
the accident and the first man on the 
scene was W. C. Leas who, in passing 
that spot, saw the man in 
the 
road, 
and thinking he was only intoxicated, 
j passed by and later reported to A. J. 
Thompson who lives hut a short dis­ 
tance away. When Mr. Thompson in­ 
vestigated he found Nitchman breath­ 
ing his last. 
Doctor FII gin, of Flast Berlin, 
was 
summoned, but by the 
time 
he 
ar­ 
rived Nitchman was dead. When last 
seen before 
the 
accident 
the 
two- 
horse team was moving slowly, 
but 
after the accident the two horses were 
stopped at the next farm 
and

then trotting at a lively rate.

Ridge

About Pen Mar the greatest amount 
of damage is being done, and 
where 
1 it was thought the fire had been 
ex­ 
tinguished, a strong 
wind 
scattered 
the blaze and it has broken out at 
a 
number of new places. The (’rout din­ 
ing-room at Pen Mar Park was saved 
only through the hardest fighting and 
j several other buildings about the Pen 
Mar section were in danger of taking 
fire. F’ire 
burned 
near 
the 
Grand 
View Hotel. 
Sparks have 
been 
blown 
a 
half 
mile or more to start new fires. 
The 
chief work of the fire-fighters now* is 
to keep the 
blaze 
aw*ay 
from 
the 
buildings. Several hundred people are 
fighting and watching the fire. 
Sunnyside 
Cottage, 
belonging 
to 
Mrs. Ella Flinch, of 
Baltimore, 
was 
saved from destruction by forest fires 
through hard work of over 
IOO 
vol­ 
unteer fire fighters, with the 
timely 
assistance of the wind, which shifted 
just as the fire had burned up to th# 
building. 
An unoccupied house near the F'inch 
property, owned 
by 
Lewis 
Kohler, 
caught fire and was reduced to ashes 
in a few minutes. The fire then swept 
toward Pen Mar 
Park, and 
a te le ­ 
phone message was sent to 
Waynes­ 
boro, requesting those owning cottag­ 
es on the mountain to come at 
once 
and help fight the fire. Extra trolley 
cars were run to Pen Mar for the pur­ 
pose and many w*ent by automobile. 
F>om Wevei ton comes 
the report 
that a big 
fire, 
which 
has 
burned 
over a 
considerable 
portion 
of 
an 
area of between 4,600 and 5,000 acres 
of mountain land, 
has 
been 
gotten 
under control. 
People

this was the experience last year. The 
charge

Wanderlusters

ville the fires which had raged there 
for some days have been gotten 
un­ 
der control. 
Thursday afternoon the fire in 
the 
North Mountain was less than a mile 
from the Doubling Gup Springs Hotel 
and still 
spreading, although 
some 
twenty men are fighting 
it 
at 
this 
point. The property 
of 
the 
Jersey 
Shore Lumber Company was menaced 
for a time. Some cut timber was burn 
ed and the stave mill operated by the 
company was in danger for 
a 
time. 
The farm properties of Mrs. 
James 
Arnold were also threatened. The fire 
is spreading on both the Cumberland 
and Perry sides of the gap 
and 
has 
burned over a big area. The loss will 
total a big figure even 
if the 
hotel 
properties do not burn.

It th* Sam * Dtaignation. 
Many of the worlds most famous 
battles have two names. Thus the bat­ 
tle of Waterloo is known by that name 
only among English speaking peoples. 
The French call It the battle of La 
Belle Alliance. 
The ba rf Ie that decid­ 
ed the war lief ween Prussia aud Aus­ 
tria In ISM Is known among the Ger­ 
mans as the battle of Sado#n. but the 
Austrians cull it the buttle of Koenig- 
graetz. 
In the war of 1870, between 
Germany and France, the great en 
gagement that the Germans call the 
battle of Gravelotte is spoketi of by 
the French as the battle of St. PM vat 
The same thing was common In our 
civil war. The battle that Is known in 
the north as the battle of Bull Hun 
would not be recognized by most south 
eructs under that name. 
In the south 
it is invariably called the battle or 
Manassas. 
So the buttle that the Fed 
erat generals called the battle of Pitts­ 
burg Landing was by the Confederates 
called the battle of Shiloh. 
Autietnm 
la called in Hie south the battle of 
Sharpsburg. 
The writer, a southerner, 
whose father was a Confederate off! 
cer, was twenty years old before lie 
ever heard of tile battle of Anttetaiu. 
although he was familiar with all the 
details of the buttle of Sharpsburg. 
The reason for this is that the op 
posing armies always name the battle 
from 
some 
prominent 
geographical 
landmark, and as they look at tile field 
from different joints of view they nut 
urally settle on different names. Thus. 
at Waterloo, the battle took its Eng 
bsh name from the little village where 
Wellington made his final hendqunr 
ten* and whence he sent to England 
the first dispatch that announced Ids 
victory. 
So in 1890 the headquarters 
of the Prussian army was near the vll 
Iago of Hadowa. whereas that of Hie 
Austrians was uenr the village of Hoe 
nigurnetz. 
At Gravelotte the little VII 
loge of that name was an important 
point In the German lines. On tile side 
of the French tho hamlet of St. Privet 
was the key to their battle formation 
As long as they held that they were 
invincible, but when the Germans as 
sailed it in the rear and drove them 
out the day was lost.—Youth s Com 
paulon.

General Paul Rennenkampf, 
Russian Army Leader.
